SUBJECT;—Import of "Dates” (S. No. 21(b) /IV) from, Iraq during September, 1970—i 
August, 1971 licensing period on annual basis. 

No. 146-ITC(PN)/70 —This interim policy Is announced In response to requests 
Irom the trade to meet their Immediate requirements of ‘Dates’ from Iraq. Supple¬ 
mentary licences may be granted when the final policy Is decided. 

2. Licences will be granted to the established importers for Import of dates from 
Iraq having past Import of ‘Dates from that country by sailing vessels/steamers etc. 
within the prescribed basic years, on the following basis: 

(1) The established importers having past imports of 100 per cent 

Dates from Iraq upto Ks. lO.OOO/- 

(ii) The established Importers having past imports of 60 per cent subject 
dates from Iraq over Rs. 10,000/-. to a minimum of 

Rs. 10,000/-. 

- 3. The basic period for all established Importers of "Dates” from Iraq will be 

from 1050-57 to 1967-68; and for importers detailed In item (i) to (Iv) of the An- 
nexure to this Public Notice, the basic period will be as mentioned under each tlem.“ 

4. The established Importers should submit their applications to the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, C.G.O. New Building, New Marine Lines, Church- 
gate, Bombay/Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 4 Esplanade East, Cal¬ 
cutta/Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 1st line Beach, Madras/Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Central Licensing Area) Indraprashta 
Bhavan, New D^lhi/Deputy Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, T.D. Road. 
Ernakulam-1, (according to the jurisdiction under which they fall), on or before 6th 
October, 1970. No phst Import documents are required to be produced, provided 
such documents were produced in the past and were accepted In the past by the 
licensing authority concerned for issue of licences for Import of Dates from Iraq, 
However, the established Importers should quote the number and date of licences 
obtained by them In the preceding two periods. The established importers, apply¬ 
ing for the first time for grant of licences for import of Dates from Iraq according 
to the current policy, should submit unimpeachable documentary evidence of past 
Import of ‘Dates’ from Iraq within the prescribed basic years i.e. 1956-57 to 1967-68. 

5. The importers who are eligible in terms of Annexure in this Public Notice 
■vdll be granted licences to the extent of the value of the licences granted to them 
again.st Public Notice No. 141-ITC(PN)/09, dated 27th August, 1969 on equal value 
basis, Irrespective of their past Imports of "Dates” from Iraq, subject to the provi¬ 
sion contained in paragraph 45(2) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure 1970, referred to in paragraph 11 of this Public Notice. They may 
submit their applications for import of "Dates” from Iraq for September, 1970— 
August, 1971 period to Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Central 
Licensing Area), Indraprashta Bhavan, "New Delhi, on or before the 6th of October, 
1970 In the usual form and manner complete in all respects. 

6. It may be noted that no double benefit will be given and the applicants 
should submit one application only either In terms of paragraphs 2 to 4 or in terms 
> 0 ! paragraph 5 above and they should clearly mention in their application that they 
"have applied In one capacity only and not under both.

7. All appUcants should Indicate in their appUcationa the value which remalnedi 
unutilised as on 1st September, 1970 out of all the licences for import of dates from'. 
Iraq received by them against Public Notice No, 141-ITC(PN)/69, dated 27th 
August, 1060 and Public Notice No. 189-ITC(PN)/69, dated 26th November, 1969. 

8 . Licences Issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid for Import of 
dates from Iraq, subject to the condition that not less than 60 per cent of the face- 
value of the licence shall have to be utilised for import of Dates from Iraq by 
Sailing Vessels only and the balance 40 per cent by Steamers etc. 

9. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

10. The licences Issued In terms of this Public Notice wiU be valid upto the 30th’ 
June, 1971, from the date of Issue and no further extension in the validity period' 
of the licences will be granted. 

11. It may be noted that for grant of minimum value of the licences, the pro-- 
visions contained In paragraph 45 of the Imjjort Trade Control Hand Book of Rules- 
and Procedure, 1970 will apply.
